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A NEBRASKA DIPLOMAT IN PARAGUAY

Asuncién, Paraguay 
Findley Howard has gone home. He packed his trunks, bade fare- 
well co a host of friends, threw out the last evidence of convivial- 
ity in the Legation and departed for his native Columbus, Neb. 
Paraguay grieved to see him go 

Findley Howard has been, for the last five years, U. S. Minister 
to the Republic of Paraguay. A widower, he made the Legation a 
single man’s paradise. Piled up in every room his visitors saw 
cases of Scotch, some full, some half empty, with bottles obviously 
taken at random. The Minister, in accord with tropical custom, 
frowned on serious drinking before noon, and during the morning 
confined himself to a pink liquid identified by some visitors as 
pink gin, by others as Lavoris. Whatever it was, he found it very 
tonic and restorative. 

After noon, however, whisky was de rigeur. To avoid needless 
movement and shouting, Howard hit upon the idea of having an 
Indian servanc follow him around at all times with a tray bearing 
Scotch, soda and ice. He had only to reach out a hand for a drink 

In food, too, the Minister had a one-track mind. His dish, day 
after day, was canned tongue, imported from the U. S. Howard 
employed a good cook and set a varied table for guests. As for 
himself, he didn't care much about eating and when he was alone

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morning game of solitaire. Af 
ter breakfast the Minister would 
proceed in state to the Legation 
bathroom where there was set 
up a card table with a deck of 
cards and a glass of the invari- 
able pink liquid. Here the Min- 
ister would while away an hour 
before undertaking the arduous 
duties of the day 

When Howard, the son of a 
Nebraska newspaper publisher, 
first blew into town his Mid- 
western breeziness soon had the 
Paraguayans holding their 
hats. Some dignified citizens 
were jarred by his habit of 
strolling into the pompous 
Union Club and clapping them 
on the shoulder with a gen- 
ial “Hi ya, Toots.” But as 
they came to recognize his 
keen business sense, hisstraight- 
shooting and his political un- 
derstanding, they decided that 
if this was Yankee style they 
liked it. 


What really won the Para- 
guayans was the Minister's 
fantastic courage during a 
Paraguayan revolution. — As 
the story is reported, Howard 
donned his white linen suit and 
sun helmet and insisted on go- 
ing himself through the bullet- 
whistling streets to the cable 
office to report to Washington, 
He refused to let any married 
member of the Embassy staff 
accompany him, saying of him- 
self, “Hell, as far as my kids 
are concerned, with insurance 
I'm worth more dead than alive 
anyway.” He added, grinning: 
“Mind you, nobody is a great- 
er coward than Findley How- 
ard; but nobody is a braver 
man than the U. S. Minister.” 
He strolled down the main 
street coward a spitting ma- 
chine gun, which miraculous- 
ly missed him, turned it one 
side with his walking stick 
and said: “’Sonny, you'll hurt 
somebody with thac thing, 
and wouldn't it be embarras- 
sing if it were the U. S. Min- 
ister?” 

At the cable office, they told 
him that no outgoing cables 
were permitted. “I'm the U. S. 
Minister," began Howard, sit- 
ting down very firmly, ‘‘and 
I'm going to send my cable to 
Washington.”’ With repetition, 
suasion, threats and general

them out. His was the only 
diplomatic cable accepted. 


One great success was his 
annual Fourth of July party. 
The entertainment fund of such 
a Ministerial post as Asuncién 
is less than $1,000 a year and 
Howard quickly decided that 
that was just cnough for one 
good party. His choice of July 
Fourth was particularly happy 
because that happens to be a 
great holiday in Paraguay too 
and many of his guests took it 
as a special compliment to their 
country 

Howard never allowed his 
drinking to interfere with his 
work and could stick to iced 
tea when he had to. Many of 
ficials, furchermore, found that

Howard at the Union Club had 
more effect on their tongues 
than on Howard's ears. ‘'I often 
thought," mused one of them, 
“chat he sometimes pretended 
a mellowness which had no 
basis in fact." 


Howard was a close friend of 
Colonel José Felix Estigarribia, 
the hero of the Chaco War who 
became Paraguay’s great presi- 
dent.

The Govern- 
ments antagonism toward 
Howard probably had some- 
thing to do with his leaving 
Paraguay. 


It was Minister Howard's 
practice to meet every distin- 
guished visitor at the Asuncién 
airport, with practically the 
entire Legation staff, in an 
antediluvian Packard and, if 
the visitor was a bachelor, to 
invite him forthwith to stay at 
the Legation. The Packard of 
late has provided more honor 
than transportation. A recent 
visitor reports two blowouts 
and one puncture on the drive 
to the Legation. “I'm going 
home soon,” said the Minister 
wistfully, “‘and they won't 
want this car. So why the hell 
should I spend money on tires?” 

If he was sorry to go, he was 
nevertheless glad of the pros- 
pect of gecting back with his 
two children, a boy 17 years old 
and a girl 13, who have been 
staying with an aunt in Colum- 
bus, Neb. Howard lives for 
these kids, whose mother died 
when they were small children, 
and does everything for them so 
that, as he gruffly states, they 
will be better persons than he is. 

There are many hundreds of 
Paraguayans of every class, 
from cabinet ministers down, 
who sincerely miss “El Minis- 
tro Cowboy.” Said one: “He 
was an odd man, but we 
cepted him as he was and grew 
to love him. And Paraguay 
owes more to him than Para- 
guay could ever with dignity 
admit.”

U.S. USES FIRST FORCE TO WIN BLOODLESS VICTORY IN BATTLE OF THE ATLANTIC 


In the winter of 1916-17 Teddy Roosevelt, Albert 

Bushnell Hart and other interventionists of that 
bygone day strenuously urged the U. S. Government 
to seize and make use of the 109 German merchant 
ships then lying at refuge in U. S. harbors. The ships 
were much needed, but President Wilson held back 
Careful of the forms of neutrality, he feared the 
seizure might rouse the Kaiser to declare war. Not 
until the itself had formally declared war on 
Germany did U. S. armed forces, on April 6, 1917, 
pounce on the German ships. 

‘The difference between President Roosevelt and 
President Wilson, and between U. S. “neutrality” of 
1941 and that of 1917, was dramatically illustrated 
on March 30. Out from Washington went an order, 
approved by the President from the cruising Potomac. 
In 21 U harbors from Portland, Me., to Grays 
Harbor, Wash. and south to the Canal Zone, Coast 
Guardsmen and soldiers armed with rifles and ma- 


chine guns swiftly boarded 28 Italian, two German 
and 35 Danish merchant ships, carted their crews off 
to immigration stations or jails. In the Battle of the 
Atlantic, the U.S. had won a bloodless victory. The 
only show of resistance, a mild one, was by Italian 
crewmen at Jacksonville, Fla. 

It was a historic act: the first use of U. S. armed 
force in World War II. Six months ago it would 
have been a screaming sensation throughout the 
land. Last week, significantly, the public reaction 
was one of general satisfaction, mingled with mild 
vexation that the thing had not been done sooner. 
Legal excuse for doing it now was a tip-off that the 
Italian and German crews had begun to sabotage 
their ships. The Espionage Act of 1917 authorizes 
seizure to prevent such action. Official explanation of 
the seizures of Danish ships, whose crews welcomed 
the invaders and were shortly allowed to go back 
aboard their undamaged ships, was that their ships 


might shortly have been sabotaged by “other crews.” 

Legal or not, the U. S. move was tough stuff and 
recognized as such by the Axis press which screamed 
“piracy” and “Wild West.” That U. S. officials had 
fully made up their minds to get tough and stay that 
way was shown by Secretary Hull’s stiff rejection of 
German and Italian diplomats’ protests, by prepara- 
tions to prosecute guilty Italian and German crew- 
men for sabotage, by a stiff Hull note ordering the 
Italian naval attaché in Washingt: Admiral Al- 
berto Lais, out of the country for having ordered his, 
countrymen’s acts of sabotage. Whether the seized 
ships would be turned over directly to Britain, or 
used by the U. S. in place of American ships to be 
turned over to Britain, remained officially unan- 
nounced. But Secretary Hull did not leave many 
citizens guessing when, in answer to questions about 
the ships’ disposal, he reminded reporters that the 
U. S. policy is still all aid to Britain short of war.

ON THE NEWSFRONTS OF THE WORLD 


Hitler launches his Balkan offensive against Yugoslavia, Greece and the British Army 


‘The date was April 6. ‘The day was Sunday. ‘The 
hour was dawn, And to the surprise of practically 
nobody Adolf Hitler put the German Army he had 
been collecting in the Balkans into motion against 
Yugoslavia and Greece. War was declared by a 
Berlin broadcast in which everything was blamed on 
British intrigue. As id the Low Coun- 
tries, the Nazi air force led off the attack by bombing 
airdromes and bridges in Belgrade. The German Gen- 
cral Headquarters claimed initial successes all along 
the line—except in the Struma River valley leading 
to Salonika, where the Greeks were reported putting 
up notable resistance. 

‘Thus, as the Balkan war got going, Adolf Hitler 
found himself doing something he had promised his 
people for eight years th ld never have to do 
—fight on two fronts. He had hoped to engulf the 
Balkans by the threat of 
sheer might and had 
seemed on the verge of suc- 
cess when the doughty 
Serbs suddenly reversed 
the position of Yugoslavia, 
kicked out the Regency for 
young King Peter II, 
turned their backs on the 
Axis pact and put up their 
fists. After that Hitler had 
to march or back down. 

MATCHEK ‘The Nazi tactics in lead- 
ing up to the attack followed the familiar pattern set 
in Czechoslovakia and Poland, The German press 
and radio railed against the Serbs, accused them of 
beating German residents and burning their homes. 
Vainly Berlin sought to drive a wedge between the 
Serbs and the Croats but when Viadimir Matchek, 
the venerable Croat leader, joined the Simovich 
Cabinet as Vice Premier, Yugoslavia stood united. 
Loyally, Matchek ordered the Croats to follow the 
orders of the Serb-dominated Yugoslav Army, which 
had swiftly mobilized and taken over highways and 
railroads and cars. 

‘To meet the attack Yugoslavia relied on her own 
fierce fighting men and what aid could be given by 
General Wavell’s Army, now transferred from Egypt 
to Gr For the long pull, three other factors 
stiffened the Yugoslav spirit. One was the promise 
of general Balkan support implied in the suicide of 
it Paul Teleki of Hungary, who killed 
himself rather than hand 
over Hungary as a base 
for the German attack on 
Yugoslavia. Another was 
a treaty of friendship with 
Soviet Russia, announced 
only a few hours before 
the German invasion. This 
treaty meant, at the least, 
that Russia is now openly 
opposed to the wiping out 
of a Balkan front through 
German vietory. 

Third and best spirit stiffener for the Yugoslavs 
was President Roosevelt’s twice-given promise of 
aid. ‘The Simovich Government has a stronger moral 
dlaim on U.S. aid than any other country because 
the coup d’état which put it in power was accom- 
plished with the blessing, if not the active con- 
ance, of the U. S. State Department.

| FLY BOMBERS 
TO GRITAMN 


PILOTS IN SPORT COATS AND TEXAS BOOTS 
FERRY LOCKHEEDS ACROSS NORTH ATLANTIC 
By AN AMERICAN PILOT

cross the wintry North Atlantic for the last four months a band of 

fliers, representing in nationality a small league of democratic 
nations, has been flying American bombers from Newfoundland to 
Britain. We hail from the U. S., England, Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, Norway and Egypt. Among the Americans we have former 
cotton dusters, army and airline men and fliers who once flew boot- 
legged liquor into the States for a living. Three of the Americans 
now with us were flying commercial planes for T. A. C. A. in Costa 
Rica not long ago. Another American flew his stint for Loyalist 
Spain. The Egyptian pilot traveled three-quarters of the way around 
the world to join us. 

Although we are flying the bombers thar will help beat Hitler, 
mospof us are soldiers of fortune. Besides expenses, American pilots 
are paid $1,000 a month, first officers $800, radio operators $600. 
Only the English scem particularly interested in the war and its af- 
termath, and as a topic of conversation Adolf Hitler runs a slow 
second to Hedy Lamatr. One American, no longer with us, used to 
wire up to $40 worth of orchids at a time to his numerous girls in 
Montreal. 

Our job since November has been to fly Lockheed Hudson bombers 
across the Atlantic. Recently we have begun flying even bigger four- 
engined Consolidated B-24's. I was in the first flight of Lockheeds to 
England and am one of a number of pilots who have made two trips 
apiecg, the top except for one pilot who has made three. By the time 
this appears, I too will have taken my third plane across. 

Our first bomber flight across the Atlantic had few of the trappings 
of a historic event. As it had snowed earlier that day, we spent part 
of the morning clearing ice and snow off our planes while plows 
swept the great macadam surface of the main runway clean. Ground 
crews scurried around the planes, checked the two 1,200-h.p. engines “| hate to be a cat, dear, but Alice could sweeten her breath a bit 
and filled the two extra fuel tanks that each plane carried. with PEP-O-MINT LIFE SAVERS.” 

Then R. A. F. Captain Donald C. T. Bennett, in command of our 
flight in plane No. 1, called us together.

For purposes of identifying ourselves as British to each 
other, to other planes or to ships, each crew was handed a Véry

at hourly intervals, Each plane likewise received its secret code 
number, which also changed hourly, As a result it is almost im- 
possible for a German plane, ship or radio station to pass itself 
off as British by code or flare. Ina last word Bennett cautioned us 
against flying over ships or towns lest we be fired on by mistake. 
Then, with a crisp “Thumbs Up! Good Luck," he ordered us to 
our planes. 

Comic relief was afforded by the sight of the pilots coming out to 
enplane. Our wool-lined leather flying suits had not yet arrived, 
and so cach man dressed according to his own sartorial castes. Some 
of the men wore business suits, others tweed sport jackets. One 
Australian wore a beaver hat and many men wore ski parkas, We 
looked as though we were heading for a costume ball instead of a 
transatlantic hop. 

We did not know it then, but our take-off was not unattended. 
We were too busy inside our planes to see anything and the noise of 
our engines was too great to hear anything, but a 6o-piece regi- 
mental band had come out to serenade us. They struck up Lead 
Kindly Light, which seems somewhat somber for the occasion. 


We take off on the first flight 


Bennett flashed his signal light and took off. At minute intervals 
the rest of us followed. At a pre-arranged height we leveled off, 
flying in a wide echelon formation. It was a relief to be off at last 
across the Big Pond I had been wanting to fly for years. "George" 
—the automatic Sperry gyropilot—tlies us, but we were kept busy 
watching Bennett's tail lights, checking and logging 26 instruments 
every half hour, keeping radio and navigation logs in minute detail 
A constant worry is checking to make certain that the remaining 
gasoline in our six tanks is equally distributed to help balance the 
lane. 

TuddlghGecack’” obltomat’ 
soup, coffee and chocolate bars. Occasionally we rested on a cot. 
Contrary to some fanciful accounts that have appeared, we do not 
fly in the stratosphere. At high alticudes we inhaled oxygen 
through rubber cubes in our mouths. The taste of the rubber was 
sickening and on the first trip I vomited three times. Now we use 
Mayo oxygen masks. 

Five hours out, we ran into heavy clouds and everyone lost track 
of Bennett. It was every plane for itself the rest of the way, and our 
plane crossed the ocean first. Although we made bad time after 
land was sighted, we set an over-water transatlantic record of 8 
hours and 57 minutes. 

After delivering the bomber to Britain, I came back to Canada by

boat. Soon we will be ferried back on transport planes and by sum- 
mer, with better weather and more planes, cach of us should be 
flying the Big Pond three or four times a month. Our greatest need 
is more pilots, navigators and radio men. 


The huge base in Newfoundland 


The base at Newfoundland is an airman’s paradise. It is the 
world's greatest but least publicized airport, built within the last 
three years with an eye to its future use as a great peacetime trans- 
atlantic terminus. La Guardia Field would fit snugly into one cor- 
ner of it. Five runways, each 5,000 ft. long and 1,200 ft. wide, 
spreadeagle the field in cen different directions. Guard lights flash 
along the runway borders and to help the pilot judge his distances 
the lights change color from amber to green every 1,000 ft. The 
Shell Oil Co, has done a remarkable job transporting and stock- 
ing great stores of the world’s finest aviation gasoline at this dis- 
tant outpost. We take off on 100 octane gasoline and cruise on go 
octane. 

Although we do not live at the base, several days are usually spent 
there before we leave, waiting for a break in the weather. Last fall 
we slepe in an old Pullman car and ate in a Pullman diner parked on a 
siding by the base, Our fare was helped out by Mrs. Robert Hayden, 
wife of the local Shell manager, who baked some of the best lemon 
meringue and pumpkin pies I have ever eaten. 

Now we live in greater comfort in a one-story, 20-room wooden 
hotel, not far from the bar of the R. A. F. headquarters which is open 
two hours each day and where we can drink in moderation until 
12 hours before flight time. At night American movies are shown 
in the R. A. F. officers’ mess. One film that didn’t take too well 
was South of the Border with Gene Autry, which scemed rather pale 
toa group of men who had just flown bombers to England. For oth- 
relaxation we hunt, listen to the radio, play cards, ping-pong 

arts. 

Wives are not allowed at the base, but one pilor stowed his wife 
aboard the bomber he flew up to the base from Montreal and when 
she arrived the authorities didn't know what to do with her. A few 
days later her husband piloted plane No. 5 on the second flight in 
which I took part. An hour out No. 5 developed engine trouble and 
turned back. I am still not certain whether the pilot was suffering 
from engine or heart trouble. The episode closed a few days later, 
however, when his wife returned to Montreal. 

The most respected man in the outfit is 33-year-old, Australian- 
born Captain Bennett. He holds the world’s long distance record 
for scaplanes—6,000 miles from Scotland to South Africa. He is a 
licensed pilot, navigator, engineer, radio operator and the author 
of some of the best aviation textbooks ever written. I have never

known a better all-around flier. For the rest of us, flying the At- 
antic is a new experience. An American overland commercial 
pilot flies on radio beams and is not required to know how to navi- 
gate by the sun and stars. But over the Atlantic, flying big ships 
at night over a northern route never before risked in winter, we fly 
entirely by dead reckoning or celestial navigation. There are no 
radio beams to guide us and we are only allowed to get bearings by 
radio as we near land. 

To improve our skill, we attend classes ia celestial navigation and 
the use of a sextant and practice blind flying in Link trainers between 
trips in Canada. It is not uncommon to sec five or six of us on the 
roofs of Montreal hotels shooting the stars at night for practice. An 
American flier, with 500 hours to his credit, can learn more in a few 
months of transatlantic flying than in years of flying in the U. S. 
where celestial navigation is not required. I have come to know 
Polaris, Arcturus, Pollux and Sirius intimately, One star that I shall 
always gaze at with reverence is Betelgeuse, which we affectionately 
call “*Beetle Juice.” 

Our Lockheeds are fitted with every imaginable safety device, in- 
cluding flotation gear. By pressing a button, a door in the cabin pops 
off and an inflated four-man rubber dinghy, with paddles, falls to the 
floor. Fortunately we have so far had no need to press this button, 
for no pilot spanning the Big Pond has yet had an accident over the 
ocean or had a brush with a German, On the average we cross the 
ocean in less than 12 hours and luck has been with us. To increase 
that luck some of the men wear old felt hats which have brought 
them safety in the past and one Texan never flies the Atlantic with- 
out wearing a pair of cowboy boots he treasures. I carry a silver 
Vatican coin and a bronze medal inscribed to "St. Francis Patron 
Saint of the Birds." Sometimes, of course, a pilot loses his nerve and 
quietly disappears—but never until he has returned to Canada and 
collected his paycheck. 


Christmas over the Atlantic 


My second transatlantic flight began on Christmas day, I had been 
celebrating Christmas with the Haydens. Mrs. Hayden had baked a 
delicious fruitcake and there was dancing, I danced several times 
with cach of the four ladies present and then went straight to my

The most recent and famous vic- 
tim of a Newfoundland crash was a passenger, Sir Frederick Banting, 
Nobel Prizewinner and discoverer of insulin, 

When we were out six and a half hours everyone lost track of Ben- 
nett in a cloud bank. Each pilot flew the rest of the way alone, and 
as this was the second time a flight group had become separated, we 
now always make the entire trip solo. After losing sight of Bennett, 
our plane cruised sometimes at great height and at other times 
skimmed the tops of the waves at 50 ft. 

When we were two hours away from one of the spots toward 
which we were heading, we received a radio report that the Ger- 
mans were bombing the neighborhood. Accordingly we changed 
our destination and soon were taxiing our ship down at a British 
base. The ground crew had not been told to expect us, but these 
transatlantic hops have already become so uneventful that when I 
stepped out of the Lockheed, the ground staff just said hello. Then 
they rolled the ship away and I sent my wife my customary cable: 
“100% crossing." Flying the bombers across is done almost as 
nonchalantly as chat.

Weighed down by his back- 
woods clothing, he sank like a rock. The guide 
in the steersman’s seat reached down and dragged 
him to the surface, supporting him by the scruff 
of the neck until the strange flotilla had made 
shore. The picnicking girls stared in amazement 
at these voyagers who seemed to have come 
from another world. Then they drew back in 
horror. They had just noticed that the third 
canoe contained a corpse 
The Canadian girls were in a jittery condi- 
tion. They would probably noc have been im- 
pressed to learn that the man who had jumped 
overboard was Darryl Francis Zanuck, a mo- 
tion-piceure producer, returning from a bear 
hunt on which a member of his party, Director 
John Adolphi, had died of a stroke. Neverthe- 
less, the picnickers have a certain connection 


three assistant secretaries. The stuffed heads on the wall, the 
zebra-skin bench and screen, and lion on the floor testify to 


with posterity. They are perhaps the only people 
who will always remember Darryl Zanuck in 
the flesh as Hollywood thinks of him in the 
abstract—a figure so strangely vital as to defy 
ordinary rules, even the laws of nature, catapult 
ed mysteriously out of a void unreachable by 
gods or demons. 

Zanuck is a Hollywood wonder boy. The type 
is worth examining because it is becoming rare. 
Once, of course, there were many wonder boys. 
Every studio was operated by a wonder boy and 
every studio was a one-man or one-family show. 
Modern business conditions and a higher stand- 
ard of picturemaking made it too hard to be a 
genius and the wonder boys vanished into 
Iegend. Irving Thalberg died, honored by all; 
B. P. Schulberg was relegated to the back- 
ground; Carl Laemmle sold his business; Sam 
Goldwyn, still holding his own, makes only 
two pictures a year. Only Zanuck, explosively 
young, lucky, resourceful, ludicrous and ener- 
getic, carried on for the benefit of a new genera- 
tion a tradition which, according to the best sta- 
tistics, should have been just a memory. 

Hollywood cannot recall another wonder boy 
in Zanuck’s class. Rising in a few years from a 
writer of dog stories to an executive producer 
responsible for 54 pictures a year, he created the 
technique of making pictures out of newspaper 
headlines. For Warner Brothers, he started the 
gangster cycle (Public Enemy) and the musical 
cycle Cyznd Street). Leaving Warners in 1933, he 
baptized his own company, Twentieth Cen- 
tury, with The House of Rothschild, which ini- 
tiated the biographical cycle. It was the biog-

raphy not only of a family but of a banking house and Zanuck 
followed it up, at Twentieth Century-Fox, by making a box-office 
success out of the biography of an insurance company (Lloyds of 
London). Behaving as if his desk were a combination of a brigade 
headquarters and a managing editor's office, he made stories out of 
the Bible, out of comic supplements and sports pages and out of 
material so shadowy that a disgruntled writer once appended to a 
script the harried credit line “Based on a remark by Gregory Ratoff."” 

Zanuck’s answer to all higgling was his box-office recurns. When 
he combined his own company, Twentieth Century, with Fox Film 
Co., then on the verge of bankruptcy, he turned in a net profit of 
three and a half million the first year, sixteen million in the next 
two years. Meanwhile such box-office prodigies as Alexander's Rag- 
time Band, Jesse James and In Old Chicago established him as motion 
picture's No. 1 man 

So much for the plus side of the Zanuck ledger. Lately there has 
come to light a startling minus side. As of January 1941, Twentieth 
Century-Fox finished its most disastrous fiscal year since Zanuck 
took command. Instead of the grandiose net, the company showed 
anet loss of more than half a million for the twelve-month period. 
Other factors besides production were involved in this debacle: 
Twentieth Century-Fox, second only to Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer in 
European distribution, was harder hit than most studios by the 
loss of the continental market. But even Hitler fails to alibi a pain- 
ful series of Zanuck flops including such epics as Brigham Young, 
a Sunday School version of the noted polygamist; The Blue Bird, a 
Maeterlinckean mare's nest; The Great Profile, an attempt to make a 
comedy star out of the sagging John Barrymore; and Little Old New 
York, with Alice Faye. 

Such fiascoes did not imperil Zanuck personally. His contract, 
which as of this month has two straight years to run, was renewed 
last year without a change. He is and will remain responsible for 
Twentieth Century-Fox but he may have to share this responsibility 
with others. Within the last fortnight he has made drastic moves 
toward decentralization, inducting three new  producers—Ernst 
Lubitsch; William Le Baron, former Paramount head; and Mark 
Hellinger, a columnist recently trained to celluloid. These men will 
break all Twentieth Century-Fox precedents by picking and casting 
their own stories, being responsible to Zanuck only remotely. The 
Boss himself has announced that he will concentrate this year on 
only eight pictures out of 24; he will hold the reins loosely on eight 
more, leave eight to be handled largely by the new blood. A bril- 
liane year may mean restoration of the old order; a bad year will 
bring about further decentralization. With the one-man studio 
system facing its critical test, Hollywood will, in the coming 
months, examine with more than usual attention the background and 
methods of the gentleman who may well be its last wonder boy. 


Start of his career as a joker’s stooge 


Ic was about 1922 that a slender youth with buck teeth, a hope 
chest mustache and a Nebraska accent first appeared on the cinema 
horizon. Although his name meant nothing to anybody, he was 
for some reason always introduced in full triplicate—Darry! Francis 
Zanuck. In those days, as now, it was the custom for unknown 
young men secking studio contracts to enter the entourage of some 
fairly successful person. This person in Zanuck’s case was one Wil- 
liam Russell, an actor. Russell, a convivial soul, liked to have 
plenty of people around him and secured this result by keeping on 
hand large platters of steaming food in which his followers could 
poke their snouts—a privilege of which Darryl Francis Zanuck 
availed himself liberally. Russell was also one of the town's top

practical jokers and collected for his food by teasing those who ate 
it. Somehow Zanuck was apt to be the individual who got the 
hotfoot or had his clothes stolen in the Turkish bath or opened the 
door that had a bucket balanced on it. He became known in his 
set as a man who could take it. 

The youthful Darryl Francis Zanuck was a very busy man. No 
matter where he happened to be sleeping, he was always up at 
8 a.m. picking at a typewriter. It was his ambition to write stories 
for the cinema—a career for which his qualifications seemed meager. 
He had been in the eighth grade of a Wahoo, Neb. primary school 
when a love of firearms and an itch to travel prompted him to enlist 
in the 6th Nebraska Infantry. He was 14 at the time and looked 
1234, but the 6th Nebraska Infanery had been detailed for service on 
the Mexican border and the recruiting sergeant needed men 

Life was fine along the Rio Grande. Zanuck had numerous thrill- 
ing ventures. He tells co this day about the time he lay in the mes- 
quite while four Mexicans, or greasers as they were called, took pot 
shots at him. From Mexico he went direct to France where he served 
with the 163rd Division of the A. E. F. In the A. E. F., Zanuck 
Iearned to box. He fought 26 camp shows as a bantam. Because 
his small size made him an insignificane target, he was detailed from 
headquarters for service as a runner. In this capacity he saw front- 
line service for nearly a year and was under fire much of that time. 
During the Lys-Schelde drive, he crossed the Schelde River seven 
times in one afternoon under heavy shelling. He was mustered out 
in rg20, still a private but no longer a bantam. Army food had swol- 
len his frame co lightweight proportions. Also from the Army, odd- 
ly enough, he derived his literary ambitions. Some letters to his 
grandfather concerning life in the A. E. F. had been printed in the 
Nebraska papers and reprinted in The Stars and Stripes. 


Flowering of the Zanuck literary style 


Back in Nebraska with nothing else to do, the former private, now 
a veteran of two wars, began to scribble at a furious rate. Hearing 
that the late O. Henry had written a story every week, Zanuck put 
himself on a schedule of two stories a week. After a year of this 
grind, he sold one of his products—Mad Desire—to Physical Culture 
magazine. Though not a masterpiece of style, this story had some in- 
teresting passages: 

A hateful sneer parted Lomas lips; her breasts rose and fell. She stepped 
back, acidly eyeing me 

“As if I'd give him up,” she snarled, a row of ratlike teeth catching a 
reflection of candlelight. “After we've gone this far together—after be talked 
‘me into the loony idea in the first place. What do you take me for, bo? I 
know I'm about as rank as women get—maybe a notch or so worse than his 
wife—but I'm no recruit. I've sinned and I'm paying for it. And if my 
daddy is gonna profit, I want my share, too. Understand? If he goes back, 
I 0 with him—arm in arm—or else we both stay. Get me? We both stay.” 
She faced Mall. “Don't we, daddy?” 

“We do,” be calmly replied. 

Part of the Zanuck legend is that during his lean days in Holly- 
wood, he went through a period of starvation but the facts refute 
this. He never missed a meal. Besides the nourishment available at 
houses such as Charles Chaplin's where he made himself accepted, 
he could in case of need have received help from his family. The 
Zanucks were far from poor. In Nebraska they had been prosperous 
farm people, plain, ordinary Aryans of English and Swiss descent 
About this time they moved to California, making some real-estate 
investments. Though Zanuck sometimes dropped in for a snack in 
his mother’s bungalow court, he disdained financial aid. He wasn't 
having much luck selling stories but he got a job catching rivets ina 
San Pedro shipyard. Fired for dropping a rivet, he sold hair tonic 
from door to door. The hair tonic was known as Yuccatone and 
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Virginia Fox Zanuck Cabove with Darryl ata Hollywood movie premiere) gave up movie 
stardom for career as wife. They met on a blind date, were married in Zanuck's office

though he never sold much of it, Zanuck persuaded its manufacturer, 
one A. F, Foster, to pay for the printing of a book he'd written 
Habit and Other Short Stories, copyright 1923 by Times Mirror Press of 
Los Angeles. This volume consisted of one short story, two rejected 
scenarios and a 100-page testimonial for Yuccatone. Its style shows 
a not very startling improvement over Mad Desire 

The author of Habit was soon well rewarded. He sold the rights 
to the short story, the rejected scenarios and the Yuccatone blurb. 
Motion pictures were made of all four and Warner Brothers hired 
Zanuck as a writer. At that time Warners had two stars, Al Jolson, 
the singer, and Rin Tin Tin, the dog. Zanuck wrote for Rin Tin Tin. 
Te soon became clear that he was no ordinary writer of dog stories 
He established himself as the greatest dog-script writer in history. 
In his spare time he learned in rapid succession how to cut, direct 
and produce pictures, and made so many suggestions about things 
which were none of his business that Warner Brothers, to keep him 
from annoying people, promoted him fast. Meanwhile, Vitaphone 
Sound Recording, of which the Warners held the patent, was causing 
the company to skyrocket from the status of a shaky independent to 
a bulwark of the industry. Zanuck was skyrocketing, too. At 30, 
he found himself, much to his own surprise, executive in charge of 
production for the vast, newly merged firm of Warner-First National. 

Zanuck’s relations with the Warners have been dramatic. With 
the Warners he had risen in a few years from obscurity to power and 
wealth. His personal life had been as closely associated with the fam- 
ily as if he had been related to them by blood. One day he severed 
both personal and business relations on 24 hours’ notice, tearing up 
a $5,000-a-week contract. He did this because the Warners extend- 
y cut, putinto force during the banking emergency of 1933, 
ks after the date Zanuck had promised the employes 

alaries would be restored. The parting was not friendly 


that the old 
For over a year Zanuck and the Warners had no communication. At 
the end of this time Mrs. Benjamin Warner, mother of the brothers, 
died. The family was having the L-waya. Only a few close friends 


had been invited among whom, needless to say, Zanuck was not in- 
cluded. The rabbi was intoning the El Molay Rachamim when Zan- 
uck entered the drawing room where the bier lay, banked with can- 
dies. For three hours he joined in the service. At its conclusion he 
rose and hurried out without speaking to anybody but his action had 
repaired the broken friendship. Since the day of the L-waya, Zan- 
uck and the Warners have been close friends 


His technique of working with ideas 


Outwardly, there is little difference between the system of opera- 
tions he set up at Warners in 1930 and his system today. The differ- 
ence is psychological. In those days he was not yet sure of himself. 
He valued the opportunities for education available to him through 
hiring men with shrewd, creative brains. He was still learning, 
voraciously, at break-neck speed, and yet in a sense humbly. There 
was a peculiar listening qualicy about him as he sat slumped down 
behind his big desk at the late conferences, guiding the discussion but 
often neglecting to dominate it, rurning his intent, restless eyes on 
one man after another as if trying, as each spoke, to seize what was 
valuable in the speaker's personality and absorb it into his own. 
People who knew him in this period but missed the intervening three 
or four years were amazed, on going back to work for him, at the 
change in his technique. 

Zanuck has always liked to work at night. By day a motion-pic- 
ture studio has a brisk, cheerful atmosphere but after 5 o'clock its 
mood is different. Then it seems to nestle like an army post behind 
its walls and fences under the big California stars. The little artificial

streets between the sets and office buildings are deserted. In their 
sentry boxes by the gates the studio policemen sit, paper containers 
of coffee beside them, reading the form sheets or watching the cars 
passing on the boulevard. 

Outside Zanuck’s office at Twentieth Century-Fox a small light 
gives notice that the Boss is on the lot. On week nights the light 
burns from whenever it gets dark to 2 or 3 in the morning. Some- 
times it is still burning at 4 or 5. 

Inside, the scene is always the same. A group of men sit around in 
big leather chairs while Zanuck, in his shire sleeves, swinging a 
sawed-off polo mallet marches up and down the room with a quick, 
jerky step. He pantomimes, shouts, curses, dances. He bends over 
some hapless listener, threatening, cajoling or making love. His 
purpose is to convey ideas which he has thought up in connection 
with whatever story property is under discussion. Beside his desk 
sits the conference secretary, Dorothy Hechtlinger, putting down 
everything he says: next morning at 9 everyone concerned will re- 
ceive a neatly typewritten booklet incorporating Mr, Zanuck’s mon- 
olog of the night before and modestly entitled, "“Conference Notes.”” 
Miss Hechtlinger has a shrewd talent for extracting the kernel of her 
employer's thought. 

Zanuck’s actual comments may be as follows: ‘So this skunk 
comes in and so on, so forch—"Where's the dame?’ "" (Pantomime: 
head jerked rapidly, left to right, eyes rolling.) "". . . He looks 
around. My God! ... . It’s terrific. . . ."" (Pantomime: eyes dilated, 
mouth open.) "’. . . There's the gun or whatever it is on the floor still 
smoking. ... Judas!... What's he gonna do? And then he sces her. 

Miss Hechtlinger’s conference notes will read: "Ramon enters, ex- 
amining the premises for some trace of Dolores. He is surprised at see- 
ing the lethal weapon on the floor. (Note: Mr. Zanuck feels this does 
not have to be a gun,) The presence of Dolores herself, so incriminat- 
ing at this time, makes him realize the seriousness of the situation.” 


“Don't say yes until | finish talking” 


Zanuck holds as many as two story conferences a day. Sometimes 
a single conference will be four hours long. When he isn’t holding a 
conference he cuts a picture or listens to a production number for a 
musical or discusses casting problems, budget problems or costume 
problems with the men in charge of these departments. On pictures 
that really interest him, he personally supervises everything from 
the choice of a director to a dress extra's headdress. He doesn't ban 
helpful suggestions but looks sharply at the manner in which his 
colleagues offer their agreement; he doesn't like to be agreed with 
too easily. Once he shouted at a conference of steam-room pundits, 
“For God's sake, don’t say yes until 1 finish talking.”” 

Zanuck has accepted good-naturedly some fairly drastic correc- 
tion, One day in Caliente he was refreshing himself after producing 
Noah's Ark, an Old Testament hodgepodge which was doing badly 
at the box office, when suddenly a stiff kick bounced him up against 
the bar. Zanuck came out of his shock in a fighting pose. 

“What was that for?’ he demanded, glaring at the kicker, a 
writer named Arthur Caesar. 

“That,” said Caesar, “is for taking a book that’s been a smash for 
5,000 years and making a flop out of it.”” 

Instead of striking his antagonist, Zanuck gave Caesar a contract 
on the spot, He admires aggressive people, dislikes diplomatic and 
submissive types.

seat a mucual friend. When Zanuck later had a falling-out with Sam 
Goldwyn, Fairbanks gave a dinner and brought the two together. 
A week later Fairbanks and Goldwyn were no longer speaking. 
Zanuck felt it was his turn to be the peacemaker and for several 
years made efforts to give a Goldwyn-Fairbanks peace dinner, but 
withour success. 

The most celebrated of Zanuck’s practical jokes was one he con- 
cocted while cruising to Mexico in a chartered yacht. Reporters met 
the yacht, only to find that Zanuck had apparently disappeared 
during the trip, or never started; the celebrity aboard the yacht was 
a broken-nosed man with a monocle who was presented as “"Ambas- 
sador Gerard, goodwill plenipotentiary from the British Empire to 
Mexico." During his Mexican stay, Zanuck passed himself off as 
the Ambassador's secretary while the Ambassador himself—one 
Doug Gerard, a studio bit-player and longtime Zanuck court jester— 

| received the plaudits of the masses, spending quantities of money 
which his secretary slipped to him from time to time. At the bull- 
fights the band played Gud Save the King in Gerard's honor; Estrada, 
the Matador, having killed in fine form, threw the bull's ear up co 
the Ambassador's box—a poetic moment which was marred when 
the Ambassador, who had partaken of native beverages, slipped 
through an aperture between the seats and had to be pulled our by 
his secretary, Later, at the secretary's suggestion, the Ambassador 
danced a solo tango in a fashionable night club, a feat which he 
performed without such artificial aids as shoes or stockings. 

Zanuck’s friendship with Gerard dates back a long way. Gerard, 
once a director for Rudolph Valentino, was generous to Zanuck 
when the boy from Wahoo was trying to make the grade. Now 
Zanuck keeps him working. One of the cutters working for him is 
the man who threw the rivet Zanuck got fired for dropping in a San 
Pedro shipyard long ago. If the measure of a man is his friends, 
Zanuck adds up both ways—at the top as well as the bottom. Lord 
Beaverbrook, whom he met on his polo trip to England, became one 
of his closest friends; so did Anthony Eden who even among the 
distractions of war continues to correspond with him. Admiral 
Byrd named a mountain for him in Antarctica and the lace Martin 
Johnson trekked 250 miles through the African bush to resume a 
friendship they had started at a New York dinner table. 

As U. S. tycoons go, Zanuck is not wealthy but the industry which 
he adorns will never have to give « benefit for him. He holds 100,000 
shares of Twentieth Century-Fox common, 20,000 shares of pre~ 
ferred, and an option, which has five years to run, to buy 100,000 
more shares at a dollar a share above the last recorded sale. His 
children own 30,000 shares. His salary is $225,000 a year. In tip-top 
shape at 38, he points to a company profit for the first three months 
of 1941 as proof chat things are going well again. “It’s going to be 
a great year,”” he insists. " Maybe the greatest this company has ever 
had.” 

Facts, of course, might refute him. Ic is still possible that in 1941 
the wonder-boy system might pass from the Hollywood scene; if this 
happens it certainly behooves Hollywood to record that system for 
future generations. Probably the best way to do this would be to 
make a crypt under some cornerstone and bury Zanuck in it—not, 
however, without a warning as to what the future generations in 
question would find when they opened the crypt. For Darryl Francis 
Zanuck would be alive down there. Nobody who knows him could 
doubt that. He would come out with a cigar in his mouth, swinging 
his polo mallet. “I've been thinking this thing over,” he would 
say, “'and it’s given me a great idea—one that should make a terrific 
picture. A guy gets buried underneath a cornerstone—and when 
they dig him up and so on and so forth—God Almighty! What a 
terrific scene! The louse is still alive!"
